ITOf* LAW. 


ARMER PERKINS—I •hovld Ilk* 


to know »omething of Ohio'* tax 
Inquisitor Law. 
Lawyer Thorndlnk*—Wb»n Mr. 


Alfred Kelley started the state on its 
wild (ooe« chaae after ad valorem tax- 
ation in 1846, it took till 1861 for th* 
taxbear«rs to get on to the weakn***- 
es frf th* law. Under the stimulus of 
the Kelley law, personality 
on th« 


•rand duplicate in Ohio, sprung from 
$40,352.4% in that year to $83,964,430 
in th* following year. It mad« in- 
creases from that year, yearly, to 
1855, when it decreased from the pre- 
vious year $14,000,000. In 1856 it de- 
creased $48,000.000 from the previous 
y«ar and increased $23,000,000 In 1857, 
but did not come back to former fig- 
urea by $$7,000.000. In 1858 it de- 
creased $23.000.000 more, but increaaed 
$11,000,000 in 1859, but in 1880 it de- 
creased $3,000.000 from 
the 
former 


y«ar. Th« Kelley tonic had lost its 
effect, and In 1861 something had to 
be done. 


on March 2S, isei, the law, which is 


the beginning of ths tax inquisitor 
law, was passed. That law simply 
gave the auditor power to put on the 
duplicate, omitted personal property, 
in the year on which he found it was 
omitted. 58 Vol. O. L., 47. This IB aow 
th* first part of section 2781 of th* 
Revised Statutes. Oa May 11, 187*. 75 
Vol. 0. L., 457, the act was amended 
to go back four yean, beginning in 
th* year In which the investigation 
was made. 


On April 14. 1886, 82 O. L., section 


2781, 
was amended to extend the in- 


vestigation hack six years. This con- 
tinued the law "in 'ipril 14, 1893. PO 
O. L., 233, when the art ~a§ amended 
in the Interest of ju»tlee. 


From 1861 to 1893 the law was read 


and construed so as to punish an of- 
fender thereunder in the inverse pro- 
portion to ais property properly re- 
turned. 


Farmer Perkins—That Is a singular 


statement. Can you give an example 
of how th« law would so operate? 


Lawyer Thorndita—I will bring for- 


ward our quondam, friends, John Doe 
and Richard Roe. John Doe for the 
nonce shall take the role of the hon- 
est man and Richard Roe that of the 
dishonest man. 
They shall be each 


on, under section 2781, Re- 


vised Statutes of Ohio, In the year 
1S91, for making false returns for tax- 
ation under section 2781, whirh have 
been made back to include the year 
188G. 
W« will assume that John Doe 


in the six years did wilfully and inten- 
tionally omit $100,000 of his credits, 
and that Richard Roe did in th* game 
period omit $600 of credits, in 
the 


same manner, having returned credits 
to the amount of $100,000. We will 
assume that each should have return- 
$100,601) of credits and that all their 
other property, real and personal, was 
duly returned. We will assume that 
each resided in the same taxing dm- 
trirt and that the rate of taxation la 
that district during the six years was 
uniformly 2 per cent. 


Th<» auditor has just previously con- 


curred in the appointment of a tax in- 
quisitor in his county, who is to re- 
ceive 20 per cent of what he finds, or 
what the auditor finds for him.
